Says Report 


Livestock on Wisconsin farms de- 


creas«l over $100,000,000 in value 
since a year ago, according to the 
annual livestock report of Joseph A. 
Becker, of the Wisconsin Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. 
The 


value of livestock on farms on Jan. 
1, 1921, is estimated at ?264,764,00p, 
compared to $373,503,000 on 
the 


same date in 1920, $339,009,000 in 
1919, $247,733,000 in 1914 and $170,- 
394,000 in 1910. The vailue in 1921 
is 29.8% less than in 1920, 21.9% 
less than in 1909, 6.8% m-ore than 
in 1914 (pre-war value), ajvd 55.3% 
more than in 1910 (Census). 


All classes of livestock, 
{accept 


swine, decreased in number. 
The 


total number of all livestock is es- 
timated at 6,851,000, compared to 
6,9-15,000 in 1920, 6,675,000 in 1919, 
6,227,000 in 1914 and 6,039,000 in 
1910. 
Price per head of mdilk cows 


decreased 33% since a year ago; 
other cattle, 33%; sheep, 41%; 
swine, 38%; and horses, 5%%. 


Milk cows

present crisis 'of our country. It is 
plainly out of touch with the people; 
it has not yet'recovered from the 
orgy of lying through which it has 
been compelled to pass for the last 
five years because.ol the character 
of tihe war, the control of the cables 
by one sdde, and the deliberate gov- 
ernment propaganda on all side*, 
set afoot tor the express purpose of 
blackening one's ejiemy and incul- 
cating that doctrine of hate which 
is necessary 
to 
make multitudes 


kill their fellow-men. It'is' without 
adequate appreciation of the situa- 
tion abroad; indeed, it ha» always 
been ignorant 
of 
foreign affairs. 


Art home the press i? without toler- 
ance; as a whole it shows itself 
very far from stooped in true Am- 
ericanism and it 
invariably goes 


with the current,. It' has done noth- 
ing whatever to check the hysteria 
of each particular hour. It has set 
no check upoji the Government or 
any of its Prussianized officials who 
seek to remedy the conditions of to- 
day by 
applying 
the- autocratic 


methods ofN the Czar and violent 
legislation patterned upon the lines 
of Bismarck at the state of develop- 
ment which that man of blood and 
iron had

is no necessity for reform or change 
in our government,1 that all is well, 
that we live under the best possible 
government in the best possible of 
worlds.

Heasure Would Triple Present 
« 
State Income Tax 


Rates 


By FEED L. HOLMES 


An income tax bill that will pro- 


duce $26,000,000 annually will be of- 
fered in the state senate soon by 
Sen. Louis A. Arnold. This is not 
a sur-tax bill, like the Seyerson and 
Conant measures, but it provides 
for practically trippling the present 
existing income tax rates. 


This measure is much more far 


reaching than either of the two 
measures that are offeed by Sena- 
tors Conant and Severeon. 


Sen. Arnold will propose increas- 


ed rates on individual and corpora- 
tion incomes to raise about ?26,000,- 
000 annually, with the personal 
property offset deducted. This mon- 
ey would not be turned over to the 
educational institutions- and high- 
way fund, as provided in the Conant 
and Severson bills, but would be for 
general purposes. • 


The measure Mr. Arnold is draft- 


ing would 
increase 
the 
present 


rates in incomes about three times, 
the tax ranging from one per cent 
on the first thousand up to 25 per 
cent on amounts in excess of $200,- 
000. 


The bill will carry an exemption 


of $1,600 for a single person, ?2,500 
for a married person and $400 for 
children and dependents. 


It provides that 25 per cent of 


the total tax collected would be 
turned over to, the state, 15 per 
cent to the county and GO per cent 
to "the towns, cities and villages. 


Sen. John Conant, chairman of 


the judiciary committee, is .in fa- 
vor of a public'hearing of his own 
bill, the Severson bill and the Arn- 
old bill at a joint hearing of senate 
and assembly so that all the mem- 
bers may have the full benefit of a 
comprehensive discussion 
of 
this 


important subject. 


Sen. Jennings introduced a bill 


on Friday providing for the regis- 
tration of. nurses under the state 
board ol education instead of with 
the medical examiners. 
Sen. Hu- 


ber introduced his bill 
providing 


for unemployment insurance..

bill by Sen. Kleist would authorize 
municipalities, towns and villages 
to sell foodstuffs. 


HAY VOTE ON 
WATER PROJECT 


Committee Asks Referen- 


dum on W» ter-Soften- 


ing Plant 


If'the council acts favorably upon 


a recommendation to be made at its 
neetin'g next Friday ni^ht by the 
special committee on water soften- 
ing, Madison citizens may vote on 
the question o£ softening the city 
water .at the April election. 


Three points will be emphasized 


in the report of theVommittee: 


A recommendation that the coun- 


cH vote to put to a referendum the 
question of water softening and the 
subsequent construction of a plant 
for this purpose; a recommendation 
authorizing Supt. L. A. Smith to 
place a tank of-softened water in 
the city hall beside the public foun- 
tain; . a recommendation to have 
published several thousand leaflets 
containing a condensed form of the 
committee's report. 


Supt, Smith at a committee meet- 


ing yesterday afternoon outlined the 
investigation which has been carried 
on for several years. He presented 
data from water departments in oth- 
er cities, among which were Grand 
Rapids, Mich., Columbus and Ober- 
lin, 0., Youngstown, Pa., and Hins- 
dale, HI. 


The source of water •'supply in 


these cities, Mr. Smith learned, was 
either wells or rivers. In all the 
cities there was strong opposition! to 
the change but'when once the plant 
was erected and soft water was 
available, no one wanted to return 
to the former status., 
The taste 


was not affected. 


Mr. Smith emphatically 
denied 


that the taste of the water will be 
changed but admitted that until 
Madison's citizens could be so con- 
vinced, it would be difficult for them 
to favor the change. 


If the matter is put to a referen- 


dum vote, it is declared that wom- 
an suffrage will play a big part in 
putting it across, if the move is suc- 
cessful. Superintendent Smith de- 
clared that he had recorded 55 calls 
concerning the water softening dur- 
ing the last six weeks, and 38 of ti>e 
npople calling had said they, are in 
favor of the change.

C. D. Atwood Says Huge 


Sum Escapes Annual 


Tax Roll 


ASKS 
MORE 
AUDITORS 


Added $100,000 Appropriation 


Would Save Large Sum 


He Declares 


BY FRED L. HOLMES. 


If the appropriation of the state 


tax commission 
were increased 


$100,000 annually at this session of 
the legislature its organization could 
be strengthened by employing field 
auditors with the result that f 1,000,- 
000 additional tax which now escape? 
could be placed on the tar roll each. 
year. 


This startling statement was 


made by Carrol D. Atwood, 
tax 
commissioner, in appearing before 
the joint finance committee. 
He 


pointed out that the 1919 legislature 
appropriated 515,000 to defray ths 
expense of auditors and accountants 
to check up income tax returns. Of 
about 1,200 corporations in the state 
on this small appropriation it was 
possible to check up 68 companies 
in 1919 and 59 companies in 1920. 
The result was that it was found 
that in these few concerns it was 
found that $1,757,677 income had 
not been reported, which resulted 
in an additional tax of . $102,834 
The commission is urging an ap- 
propriation which will 
permit a 


fuller check of the -return of corpor- 
ations and individuals. The com- 
missioner explained that it was dif- 
ficult to keep its help on the present 
salary basis compared with the sal- 
aries offered by the federal govern- 
ment. 


"The average sala«y of assessors 


of incomes outside of 
Milwaukee 


county in 1916 was $1,207," said 
Mr. Atwood. "For 1921 the aver- 
age salary of these assessors is 
$1,716 per ar-num. When compared 
with county highway commissioners, 
agricultural 
agents, and similar 


county officers, these salaries are ri- 
diculously low and the commission 
contends that it cannot retain com- 
petent officers on the salaries now 
paid. 


."All corporation income tax re- 


turns are audited in the office of the 
tax commission. The number-of re- 
turns ranges from 12,000 to 13,000. 
The incomes reported for 1917, 1918 
and 1919 were larger than for any 
prior period. The total income tax 
assessed against 
corporations 
in 


1916 was'^3,743A80.16 and in 1920 
$7,390,439.12. If large amounts of 
income were not to escape taxation 
it was necessary to make a 
very 


comprehensive audit of returns and 
also to employ field auditors . to 
check: the books 
of 
corporations 


where the correct amount of income 
was in doubt. As income increased, 
taxpayers were inclined to employ 
the best legal talent available and 
to employ high priced accountants 
to take advantage of every tech- 
nicality which would tend1 to reduce 
their taxable income. 


"In order to secure competent of- 


fice and field auditors the tax com- 
mission was compelled to meet com- 
petition, from the U. S. government, 
accounting firms, and corporations. 
The IS 19 legislature made a special 
appropriation of $15,000 per year to 
defray the expenses of accountants 
and assistants and others pn check- 
ing up and verifying income tax re- 
turns. Under this 
appropriation, 


one field auditor was secured and 
the results of his work 
for 
six 


months of 1919 and seven and one- 
half months of 1920 are tabulated 
below:

The

excesses of bureaucrats, and

cials of what is called the Depart- 
ment of Justice, but -which deserves 
an entirely different 
name. 
Only 


by the attack upon the Socialists at

aroused to a defense of the funda- 
mentals of our political life and lib- 
erties. 
Our universities, but lately 


recovered from the astounding spec- 
tacle afforded by their having been 
turned over completely to military 
officers to govern, are much too busy 
in raising money and upholding the 
existing order to take note of pres- 
ent-day tendencies and the drift to- 
ward the blackest^ reaction America 
has ever known. And so on. 


Freedom All-Important 


'Why, then, should one pick upon 


the press particularly? Why should 
one ask that it should in any matter 
?ee the connection between cause 
and effect; that it should have words 
of wisdom or constructive programs 
to lead us out of the present wilder- 
ness? 
Because to a 
republic the 


freedom, rectitude, and 
reliability 


of the press are all important. Any- 
thing which affects it 
affects the 


very life of the country, for it is 
supposed to supply the information 
necessary for the electorate if the 
latter is wisely to form its judg- 
ments. The failure of the press to 
serve well 
the 
republic becomes, 


therefore, of- greatest moment to 
the people. That it is failing is all 
too obvious and the chief reason is 
its commercialism. 
The truth is 


that in our cities and larger towns 
the carrying on of a newspaper has 
become a great business enterprise, 
subject to the pressure for divi- 
dends the same as any other large 
corporation. The owners are more 
and more men who are less inter- 
ested in putting forth certain ideals 
than in making a business success 
of their enterprises. Here you have 
a chief 
explanation 
of what is 


wrong with the press. Gone is the 
day when a man of 
small means 


could establish an organ of his own 
ancf one of 
moderate means car; 


only start a newspaper in a srnal' 
town on a very small scale. Only t 
multimillionaire can 
now buy or 


start a newspaper in New York un- 
less the support of a group can be 
obtained as in the case of the New 
York Cull or one of the great or- 
gans of a foreign 
section of our 


population. The steady increase in 
the cost of acquiring tihe right to 
the service of the Associated Press 
(usually only to be acquired by the 
purchase of an existing property or 
the building up oi a now one in a 
rapidly growing city) is so great as 
alone to necessitate either a very 
long purso or the forma tion of syn- 
dicates. The cost of a daily in New 
York City now runs from a million 
to three 'million of dollars. Nearly 
one million and a half dollars was 
paid for the Evening Mail in 191o 
and the sum paid for the New York 
Herald by Mr. Munsey is believed 
to be three millions. Mr. Munsey 
has himself admitted that before he 
combined the Son and the-Herald 
he had paid out more than two mil- 
lions to meet 
the deficits of the 


Sun. 


Mr. Munsey may be said to per- 


sonify the new tendencies in jour- 
nalism,' He }s a rich man who has 


daily a representative of big busi 
ness with whose leaders he daily 
associates. He is without high po- 
litical 
idealism, 
though 
entirely 


honest and patriotic 
according to 


his lights. His papers are clean 
and entirely reputable. 
He would 


not deliberately have his newspa- 
pers 
misrepresent 
any situation, 


and he is probaibily not aware to 
what extent they fail to cover many 
fields of human activity. 
Newspa- 


per owners are often the victims of 
their employees; they cannot ^al- 
ways tell how much news is thrown 
away, how deliberate the slant given 
to headlines, or how all .news un- 
favorable to a policy of a newspa- 
per is suppressed or covered. 


Ignorance Held Cause. 


I do not think that the press of 


the country "deliberately ignored the 
attacks upon our Constitution, our 
civil liberties and 
personal rights 


hiring and subsequent to the war. 
• think it was largely in ignorance 
f them and of the torrorization of 
iterally millions of our fellow citi- 
zens who happened to be of foreign 
birth. Nor do I 
believe in Dress 


conspiracies. I was the managing 
owner of .the 
New York Evening 
3ost for 21 years and during that 
;ime no newspaper man ever ap- 
proached me with a proposition that 
:he Evening Post join with any 
others for the purpose of carrying 
on a campaign for or against any- 
thing. The trouble is that the av- 
erage newspaper 
writer is not a 


man of 
first-rate 
political intelli- 


*ence or 
knowledge. He 
is not 


steeped or 
grounded in 
political 


principles; he takes the color from 
lis employer without being asked 
;o change 
his 
sipots, and, being 


lace to face with fierce competition 
n a commercial pursuit, he is the 
ast man who wants to 
stand out 


against the crowd, or a popular hue 
and cry. 
If he does, he speedily 


lears from the counting room. , A 
drop of 5,000 in circulation as the 
result of a given editorial policy 
would be likely to bring down the 
wrath of heaven upon most manag- 
ng editors. Then add that the av- 
erage editor has little .imagination 
and still less idealism and you get 
the result which you have, and that 
is that the bulk of the American 
people have lost their faith in the 


s because they know they 


are either being given colored news 
or inspired opinions, or crooked re- 
wits, or because they feel that the 
ispirations and 
ambitions of 
the 


>lain people of 
America 
are no 


Danger being voiced by the press. 


Take Russia, for instance. Never 


was there a press so misinformed 
as the 
American about 
Russia. 


There has been no effort at a just 
appraisement of the 
Soviet Gov- 


ernment save by several of the lib- 
eral "weeklies, and there was a com- 
plete complaisance in 
the with- 


ncws thus circulated was far from 
the truth, being merely what the 
governments wished < their own peo- 
ple .to believe as well as the gov-. 
rnments and people of other na- 
bions. 
The 
manipulation of news 


has gone hand in hand with secret 
diplomacy since the infancy of the 
press, but this fact does not relieve 
the American 
newspapers 
from 


blame for transmitting those false- 
hoods. 
It is no excuse whatever 


for the New York- Times to say 
that in 
burning 
down Petrograd 


twice it was merely the dupe of a 
press association or 
news 
service. The 


s<m\e special 
responsibility 


for printing accurate news cannot 
thus be shouldered off on the other 
fellow; if it could there is no^moral 
responsibility left upon the editor's 
shoulders'and we license him to lie 
to his heart's 
somebody else.

erty. 
They have circulated incred- 


ible lies about the 
nationalization 


of women, about horrors and atroc- 
ities many of 
which never took 


place.' Horrors and atrocities serve 
a very useful purpose wh'en they 
are committed by those you do not 
like, say by a Lenine or a Trotzky; 
but when they are committed by a 
Wrangel, by a Demikin, by a Kol- 
chak, or by a British general in Ire- 
land or in India, they are to be 
glossed .over and safeguarded by 
the adjective alleged. You may be 
sure that if the Germans had been

If you think I exaggerate, let me 


call your attention to the supple- 
ment printed by the New Republic

York Times about Russia and re- 
ceived from the 
Associated Press 


or its own special correspondents— 
an indictment so overwhelming that 
the New' York Times never found 
time to comment upon it. A study 
made of this newspaper which ap- 
peared in The Nation shows that 
it has reported during a period of 
a little over two years the fall of 
Petroerad 
six times, announced 


that it was on the verge of capture 
at least three times more, burned 
this unfortunate city to the ground 
twice, asserted it in absolute panic 
twice, starved it to death constant- 
ly, and had it in revolt against the 
Bolsheviks no less than six times, 
all in the columns of the New York 
Times, and all without the slightest 
foundation in fact. 


In measuring the gudt of the 


New York Times 
or any similar 


journal in this matter it must be 
remembered that our news-gather- 
ing agencies 
and our 
individual 


newspapers have for years past 
been the victims of the foreign 
press associations, and 'that these 
have been official or semi-official— 
during the war, of course, entirely 
official.

Escalloped Parsnips — Cut cold 


boiled parsnips in dice. Put into a 
buttered baking dish in layers with 
crumbs, chopped parsley and grated 
cheese between them. Place crumbs 
mixed with gratea cheese and but- 
ter on top. Pour over white saiuce 
to moisten mixture and bake until 
well browned over a medium flame. 


Escalloped Tomatoes—Cover bot- 


tom of buttered baking dish with 
buttered crunubs; cover with toma- 
toes, sprinkle with salt,v pepper, 


and a bit 
of sugar if preferred 


sweet, and a few drops of onion 
juice; cover with buttered crumbs 
and bake over a medium flame until 
crumbs are brown. 


Corn Pudding, Southern Style — 


Six ears of corn (or two cans), two 
eprgs, one-ihalf 
teaspoon salt, two 


tablespoons sugar and one and one- 
half cups 
milk. Crate 
thie corn, 


beat the eggs with a spoon and mix 
all the ingredients together. But- 
ter a deep earthen dish and pour in 
the 
mixluxe. Bate 
over a low 


flame an hour or more. Serve hot. 
If the corn is old, use more milk. 


CAN YOU MAKE GOOD— 


Coffee?—Allow one tablespoon of 


coffee for each person to be served 
and one for the pot. Moisten with 
the white of an e^g and sufficient 
water to make a thick paste.

Bodl three 
minutes. Pour a little to free the 
spout of {-rounds and return it to 
the pot.

the same amount of liquid. 
Tea?—Two cups boiling water, 
three 
teaspoons tea. Scald 
an 


earthen or china teapot and dry.it 
Put in tea and pour over it the boil- 
ing water. Let it stand in a warm 
place five minutes before serving. 


Cocoa?—One and one-half table- 


spoons cocoa, two tablespoons su- 
gar, two cups milk, two cups boil- 
ing water. Add sugar and a few 
grains of salt to cocoa, mix with 
bne-lialf cup boiling water and stir 
to a smooth paste; add the remain- 
iiig water and boil one minute. Add 
scalding milk and beat with an eg'g- 
beater to prevent scum forming.

EDGERTON, Wis.—The fact that 


the London farmers' warehouse has 
difficulty in getting enough of the 
unsold 1920 crop to keep the assort- 
rcg crows going; that other fann- 
ers' warehouses aro letting the first 
week in February slip by without 
opening their assorting rooms, are 
udications of the growers' frame of 
mind. They want to s'ell, if the price 
suits them. They are hoping to-see 


buying campaign open before the 


month of February is passed. 
If 


this does not materialize, they are 
waiting for the action of the big 
meeting held at Madison this week 
to sound the keynote of the method 
:o be pursued in dealing with the 
situation. The Rock county grow- 
ers who still hold about 5,000 acres 
in first hands are going to have a 
meeting during ttie early part of this 
month to take steps to pack their 
tobacco on a 
co-operative 
basis. 


They will make an effort to hold the 
growers together in case'the big to- 
>acco csncems persist in their pas- 
sivity. The problem of storage for 
tobacco packed by the growers' as- 
sociations is expected, to be stxlvea 
by the distribution of the holdings 
among the co-operative warehouses 
in the state, and adding rented stor- 
age space. Everybody realizes that 
;he task is no small one one, if the 
present acreage unsold is to be tak- 
m care of. The estimate that one: 
lalf of the 1920 tobacco is yet to 
>e taken care of bjr the market is 
not far away from being correct. 
That means that between 30 and 40 
million pounds off leaf are yet to find 
a place for handling. 'In 
Vernon 


county and at other northern points 
;he binder crops have by this time 
>een pretty well taken, but there is: 
still considerable of shorter ^grades 
eft to -sell. At Whitehall the' bought 
portion is brought in rapidly. Quite 
a deal of adjustment is 
made in 


crops not well handled. A few sales 
are made in the southern section, 
but they represent growers who for 
:pecial reasons are unloading at low 
figures. 
Some of the packers have 


men looking at the tobacco, but so 
far no invasion of the field has been 
made by those who go after it in a 
large way. 
What these 
concerns 


will do at the _ last minute, if the 
grower associations should decide to 
go into the packing game on a large 
scale, is open to conjecture. The 
next two weeks are likely to indi- 
cate who are to have the task of 
handling the unsold end of the 1920 
crop.

m»iversity gymnasium to the League of Progressive Women for 
the Villard lecture. A suggestion was made in the presence of 
i he legislators who were on the stage that the university appro- 
priations should be cut because of the attitude of the faculty 
toward those not in agreement with the little clique in control 
of administration at the university.

The University of Wisconsin belongs to the people of this 


*tate. The people of this stale have invested millions in this 
educational plant and have sought to build up here a great peo-, 
pies university.

It is true that there is an element in the faculty that has 


never appreciated this fact and has autocratically assumed that 
!hey hold a proprietary interest in the university. They have 
failed to apprec'nlc that the university (including the gymnas- 
ium) belongs in the people and that the members of the faculty 
are but the hired servants of the state. 


The general indictment that these faculty members have 


.'iiadi1 it difficult for a speaker of liberal views to gain the uni- 
versity platfom is true. The university doors are thrown wide 


< pen for a British propagandist or for a pleader for the rights 
i.f property but ali sorts of excuses and obstacles can be found 
for denying the use of the university platform to a man who has 
liberal views or who pleads for human rights. 


But because that is done is no reason why the university as 


an institution should be injured. The state should not injure 
an institution which it owns and controls simply because thers 
are members in its faculty who do not seem to have the concept

The question should not be decided in a spirit of vindictive-

We refer to Charley Schwab. 
He was before the select committee of the house of repre-

It was a revelation to the country to learn that Charley had

So it seems that Charley's tears have not' washed away 


everything that looks badly in connection with the Bethlehem

In a multitude of counsel there is wisdom, and with a multi- 


tude of accountants the truth may be found at last as to who 
paid the little item of $100,000 of "special expenses" of Charley 
Schwab.

The law further provides for a 


county rural planning* committee, 
consisting of the chairman of the

of supervisors, the 


chairman of the. county road and 
bridge committee, the 
county su- 


perintendent, and two other mem- 
bers to' be chosen by the ex-officio 
members.
